cent of, the entire income from 
poultry products, according to A. 
R- Winter, poultryman at the Ohio 
Slate University, who has recent- 
ly prepared a bulletin on poultry 
foim sanitation and disease con- 
trol, 


The most efficient and ecomiiii- 


cal method of reducing this annual 
IffrSj lie states, is by preventing d - 
sease' First of all, it is essential 
that the birds be produced with 
good vitality. This may be accom- 
plished by proper feeding, housing, 
and management. Second, sanitary 
conditions should be provided, and 
last of all, if disease occurs it i>ays 
to diagnose it and give the proper 
treatment. 


The effect of cleanliness, Winter 


points out in his new bulletin, bar, 
Leen well illustrated by a recant 
experiment. One pen of birds were 
given a minimum of care, whi?h 
was very little more than provi- 
sions for feed and water. Another 
was given the maximum of -are, 
wtich was sufficient to maintain 
quaiters. The death loss in the un- 
sanitary pen was found to be 42 
per cent, but in the clean 
pL'n 


amount to only 7 per cent. 


Another part of the bulletin oil 


poultry farm sanitation and dip- 
ease control deals with the poult;-y 
farm layout, the use of sanitary 
poultry equipment, ' the effective- 
ness of different kinds of disinfec- 
tants and ways of using disinfec- 
tants so that they will produce tlie 
bejt results. 


Winter also discusses in consid- 


erate detail just what to do in 
case an outbreak of disease occurs 
Here, he believes, it is import irt 
to see veterinarian 
as soon as 


possible If a capable veterinarian 
is not available, he advises that 2 
or tfree live birds in the 
first 


stages of the disease be shipped to 
the state laboratory at ReynoMj- 
bbrg, Ohio 


The bulletin is profusely illus- 


trated, contains 72 pages of sug- 
gestions on how to treat diseases 
and ways of preventing their r>c- 
sarence, lists the symptoms of- vac- 
ioas*diseases, tells new to make a 
post mortem examination, contains 
a table of dosages, and shows ihe 
vitamin content of poultry feeds 
Ii i - called poultry farm sanitation 
arid disease control, and may be 
c blamed free by writing the <*e- 
psitment of poultry- husbandry at 
the Ohio State University, Colum- 
bus.
